Rector Theophan to the Czar 
of All the Russias, Accord­ 
ing to a Dispatch.

Berlin, Nov . 27.—Perhaps the most 
powerful man in Russia at the present 
moment is Rector Theophan, of the 
Ecclesiastical academy in St. P eters-'I 
b urg, known popularly as “The Monk 


of the Czar.” 
Theophan, a professor : 
of theology, is, comparativ ely speak­ 
ing, a young man, tall of stature, with 
piercing b lack eyes, whose character 
is strongly impregnated with mysti­ 
cism. 
Up to the present he has not 
come prominently b efore the pub lic, 
b ut owing to the extraordinary influ­ 
ence that he wields ov er the czar, he 
has b ecome the center of a circle of 
fawning courtiei's and sycophants. 
Ab out a year ago Theophan was 
surprised to receiv e an 
inv itation 
from Grand Duke Peter Nicolav itch, 
with whom he was acquainted through 
Prince Putjatkin, to b e presented to 
the czar. 
From that moment a new 
life comm^need ior the monk, who 
found in f .i v < 
czar an enthusias­ 
tic disciple.

The docu ment bore the signa­ 
tu re of the cou ple. 
The m agistrate, however, was not 
disposed to cou ntenance a contract of 
this kind and made it clear to the 
woman th at the charge against her 
was u pheld. 
T he m agistrate’s deci­ 
sion made the woman angrier than 
ever. 
“There is no longer any ju s­ 
tice in France,” she shou ted, as she 
left the cou rt.

m en are paid for working, the w aiters 
have to pay them selves. 
“T hat is why,” adds the secretary, 
“the tips shou ld 
become 
what 
it 
shou ld have never ceased to be—a 
liberality. 
In order to live we shou ld 
not have to cou nt on the generosity 
of the cu stom er; the employer shou ld 
not specu late in these tips. 
Let him 
pay u s a fixed salary.” 
The ’W'aiters’ spokesm an does not 
adocate the su ppression of the main- 
tainance of the tip. 
He su ggests that 
if it has to remain, it shou ld Tie pu rely 
a m atter between the cu stom er and 
the waiter, and not T^etween waiter 
and employer.

July 2, 1798, President Adams no min­ 
ated him “to be lieutenant-general and 
co mmander in chief.”

1798. o f 
which the ninth sectio n read “that a 
co mmander o f the army o f the United 
States shall be appo inted, and co m­ 
missio ned by the style o f ‘general o f 
the armies o f the United States,’ and 
that the present o ffice and title o f 
lieutienant-general shall thereafter be 
abo lished.’ 
President Adams, jealo us 
fo r the executive preo gative as co m- 
^ raander in chief, made no appo int­ 
ment under this act and Washingto o 
died as lieutenant-general.
